SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

During the 2009-2010 school year, Batesburg-Leesville
High School continued its mission of preparing students to
reach their maximum potential in academics, arts, athletics,
and responsible citizenship. The administration and
students at Batesburg-Leesville High School are proud of
the many accomplishments and gains that were achieved
during the past year. Many students and faculty members
have been recognized for their outstanding representation
of our school. This past February, 15 of our students were
recognized by the Columbia Urban League for their
accomplishments in the areas of academics, arts, athletics,
and leadership.

The class of 2010 received $3.80 million in scholarships; in
addition, 56% of our seniors qualified for either 2-year or 4-
year LIFE Scholarships.
